hours so long ns he didnt interfere with tho rights of his neighbors until it
was forcibly brought to my attention in connection with contract work that tho

man who seeks recreation and good cheer over the convivial cup is not tho man

to glvo value received during working hours of tho day ho has contracted to

his employer
It is an undeninblo fact that while somo of tho best men I know are

addicted to the use of liquor thero isnt a man in my employ who uses liquor
who wouldnt be a better associate and employe if he would lcavo liquor alone

Somo time ago I talked to one of the leading contractors on tho Chicago
drainage cnnnl and asked him if ho had trouble with his labor Ho replied
that ho gavo no quarter to liquor users and as a result had succeeded in build ¬

ing up ono of the iinest organizations of sober nnd industrious porsons that ho

had seen anywhere Ho further sfated that ho had fired operators who seemed
to bo indispensable becauso theyjeamo to work under tho influence of liquor

I am going to vote for prohibition because it is being more and moro
demonstrated that the uso of liquor is detrimental not only to tho laborer but
also to his employer

Tlioro isnt a foreman on tho Pearl Harbor work who hasnt expressed
himself most emphatically ns being in favor of prohibition as being tho best
means of bringing about the minimum consumption of liquor and of facilitating
tho completion of tho Poarl Harbor contracts
